This Court met ye.-terd.iy al lol o'clock. 

The In'lou ing named [lersons were eiiipaii- 
Ueled as a liiaiid .liiry : Ale.x. C. -Anderson, 
l.uinley Franklin, Win. C. Siluicn, George It. 
Fardon, James liissclt. Robert Burrcll, Tin s. 
(1. Nnilall. J. U. llidgo, Ale.xamler D. -Me 
Donald, Charles G. Wylly, William Jellriiy, 
lohn d.

His Lordship charged the jury in nibstaiieo
